MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrush­ 
chev said today that Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s recent call 
for a “ peaceful settlement’* 
of world tensions “is to Im* 
welcomed.” 
But

same time lie said that if 
war starts the Soviet Union 
will “crush” its enemies 
and “hundreds of millions” 
will die in a nuclear con­ 
flict. 


"It is precisely for a peaceful 
settlem ent that the Soviet govern­

"But in order 
to ensure 
peaceful settlement, it is nece- 
ery to conclude a peace treaty 
with G erm any."

MOSCOW (I PI) - Ma). 
(»hernia it 
Titov 
disclosed 
today he was ejected from 
his space ship Vostok II last 
Monday and returned to 
earth by parachute at the 
end of his 25 hour spin 
I through space. 


The 
26-year-old 
cosmonaut's 
statem ent, made at a jam m ed 
news conference at Moscow Uni­ 
versity, cleared up one of the m a­ 
jor m ysteries surrounding Soviet 
space flights. 


Titov said he could have landed 
the 5-ton ship, controlling it m an­ 
ually, but chose to put it on auto­ 
m atic controls and leave “ at a 
low altitude." He said the ship 
landed nearby. 


The curly - haired cosmonaut 
first read a statem ent and then 
answered 
newsmen's 
questions. 
Several Soviet scientists also con­ 
tributed. disclosing these salient 
points of the flight: 


—Vostok II had enough equip­ 
ment and supplies to remain aloft 
for IO days if necessary. 


N oise W as D iscom fort 


—Noise and vibration caused 
Titov "discom fort" in the first 
■ stage of the flight, but he with- 
i stood this well. 


—Prolonged weightlessness af- 
1 feeted the spacem an’s inner ear 
j and caused 
"unpleasant sensa­ 
tions," including some loss of ap­ 
p e re , hut he recovered and there 
•\ere no perm anent after effects. 


—Vostok ll was designed for 
orbital flight and could not he 
1 used for travel to other planets.
